FRIGHTFUL DEATH.

Struck by an Engine on thewKeyser
Valley Branch of the D., L, & W,
Railrond—His Body Was Terribly
Mnungled—Harry Davies Has Sue-
cessfully Passed His Examina-
tions—Young Men of Keyser Val-
ley Have Organized a Hose Com-
pany—Personal News Notes,

Delbert €Y Boyle, the f-year-old son
ef Mre. Annle Davis-O'Hoyle, of 361
North Rebecea avenue, was frightful-
Iy manglod by an engine on the Key-
ser Valley branch of the Delawars,
Luckawaunna and Western rallroad
shortly before 2 o'clock yesterday af-
ternoon. The top of the boy's hend

cut ¢lean off at the shoulder, and his
left arm was hanging to the shoulder
by a few shreds of flesh,

Young O'Boyle, together with two
compunlons, Roy Davis, aged 6 yenrs,
und Newton Owens, also § yoears old,
left thelr homes on North Rehocca
avenue about 1 o'clock ostensibly to
play in the open fleld on Gammon's

hill, but wandered down to the creelk,
which runs through the culvert, about
thirty feet from the HOriges shaft, and
were flonting sticks of wood in the
strenm, which they had done before,

The creek is about ten feet below
the surface where the rallroad orogges
it, and In order to venich the rallroad
the boys were in the habit of elimbing
up the retnining wall and ecrawling
through the opening between the ties,
Young Owens and Davis had succead-
¢d in reaching the top and were stand-
ing on the rallroad walting for the
O'Boyie baoy to come up

Engine No. 176, in charge of En-
rinecr Finnan Oram, was coming down
the railroad a short distance away,
und the two boys yelled to O'Bovie to
look out for the engine, and he re-
plicd by saying he could get up from
the culvert before the engine reached
him. In another instant the boy
reached out hig arms and grasped the
tics and raised his head above the
tracks Just as the englne reached the
point, and both his arme were caught
by the locomotive and hig head was
cut open from the forehemd to the back
of the neck.

The lad's brains were scattered
along the rallroad for =ome distance,
and as soon as possible the englne was
stopped and the boy's remaing gath-
ered together and wrapped up in blan-
kets and then placed in the mine am-
bulance and removed 1o his home on
North Garfield avenue, where he re-
sided with his mother and grandpar-
ents, Mr, amnd Mre, Thomas J. Davis,
whose son was one of his companions
and witnesged the awful death met by
the boy,

Coroner Roberig was notified and
immedintely made an Investigation of
the sad clreumstances, and after care-
ful Inquiry among the men who wit-
nessed the accldent deemed an inquest
unnecessary, as the accident was not
the result of any negligence son the
part of Engineer Oram. Undertaker
Priee was notified and prepared the
remains for burial
